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PETTY  OFFICERS,  SEAMEN,  ETC.— Contiuued. 

Seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  and  landsmen,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  firemen 
and  coal-heavers,  (including  service  with  condensing  apparatus,)  shall  he  paid  thirty- 
three  (33)  cents  per  diem,  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  circular  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment dated  June  5,  1871,  from  and  including  the  day  the  fires  are  lighted  until  and 
inclusive  of  the  day  after  they  are  hauled,  in  addition  to  their  pay  as  seamen,  ordinary 
seamen,  and  landsmen,  respectively,  provided  their  monthly  pay  shall  not  exceed  the 
regular  pay  of  firemen  and  coal-heavers. 

Men  enlisted  for  the  engineers’  force  will  be  rated  firemen  and  coal-heavers,  and  be 
paid  accordingly,  when  serving  in  monitors. 

Men  enlisting  under  continuous  service  certijicates  will  be  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar 
per  month,  in  addition  to  the  i>ay  of  their  respective  ratings,  for  each  consecutive  re- 
enlistment for  three  years  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge.

Seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  and  landsmen,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  firemen 
and  coal-heavers,  (including  service  with  condensing  apparatus,)  shall  he  paid  thirty- 
three  (33)  cents  per  diem,  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  circular  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment dated  June  5,  1871,  from  and  including  the  day  the  fires  are  lighted  until  and 
inclusive  of  the  day  after  they  are  hauled,  in  addition  to  their  pay  as  seamen,  ordinary 
seamen,  and  landsmen,  respectively,  provided  their  monthly  pay  shall  not  exceed  the 
regular  pay  of  firemen  and  coal-heavers. 

Men  enlisted  for  the  engineers’  force  will  he  rated  firemen  and  coal-heavers,  and  he 
paid  accordingly,  when  serving  in  monitors. 

Men  enlisting  under  continuous  service  certificates  will  he  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar 
per  month,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  respective  ratings,  for  each  consecutive  re- 
enlistment for  three  years  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge.

Seaineu,  ordinary  seamen,  and  landsmen,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  firemen 
and  coal-heavers,  (including  service  with  condensing  apparatus,)  shall  be  paid  thirty- 
three  (33)  cents  per  diem,  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  circular  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment dated  June  5,  1871,  from  and  including  the  day  the  fires  are  lighted  until  and 
inclusive  of  the  day  after  they  are  hauled,  in  addition  to  their  pay  as  seamen,  ordinary 
seamen,  and  landsmen,  respectively,  provided  their  monthly  x^ay  shall  not  exceed  the 
regular  pay  of  firemen  and  coal-heavers. 

Men  enlisted  for  ti.e  engineers’  force  will  be  rated  firemen  and  coal-heavers,  and  be 
paid  accordingly,  when  serving  in  monitors. 

Men  enlistiug  under  continuous-svroice  certificates  will  be  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar 
per  month,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  resx>ective  ratings,  for  each  consecutive  re- 
enlistment for  three  years  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  discharge.

Seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  and  landsmen,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  firemen 
and  coal-heavers,  (including*  servdoe  with  condensing  apparatus,,)  shall  be  paid  thirty- 
three  (33)  cents  per  diem,  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  circular  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment dated  June  5,  1871,  from  and  including  the  day  the  fires  are  lighted  until  and 
inclusive  of  the  day  after  they  are  hauled,  in  addition  to  their  pay  as  seamen,,  ordinary 
seamen,  and  landsmen,  res^rectively,  provided  their  nionthly  pay  shall  not  exceed  the 
regular  pay  of  firemen  and  coal-heavers. 

Men  enlisted  for  ti  e engineers’  force  will  be  rated  firemen  and  coal-heavers,  and  be 
paid  accordingly,  when  serving  in  monitors. 

Men  enli&tiog  under  contmtious-servioe  Gei'tificafes  will  be  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar 
per  month,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  respective  ratings,  f )r  each  consecutive  re~ 
iftlistment  for  three  yea^rs  within  three  months,  freon  the  date  of  their  discharge.

sickness  or  exposure  therein,  shall,  after  the  x^assage  of  this  act,  be  entitled  to  seventy- 
five  per  centum  of  the  x^resent  sea-x^ay  of  the  grade  or  rank  which  they  held  at  the 
time  of  their  retirement.  The  rear-admirals  x>rovided  for  in  the  act  of  June  fifth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  retired  as  rear- 
admirals.  [Act  3d  March,  1873.]
